‘applicants for aimission to the schocl had to be tetween 1% and 35 vears of 
ages; vounrer men were preferred. In addition, a candidate had to have been 
previously apvointed or. recommended by the dixector of the padio station of 
his republic.

In dune of 2ach year, there were oral examinations of the students before an 
exumining board consisting of five to eight persons. A student rejected by 

the examining board was culled for examination in the following vear but with- 

out further study in the school; he spent the intervening vear in his place of 
origin. In 1940, four of the 40 students of the school failed and were compelled 
to return to their homes and to come hack for re-examination the following 

year. The studerts who passed their examinations were sent by the school 25X1X 
administration to republics as radio newscasters at city radio stations.
